of various pikes with Travia, a pro- 
duct of his company. The court di- 
rected the road engineer to show him 
over about 12 miles of idke adjacent 
to flw dty and this company will sub- 
mit a Ud to be considered at the next 
meeting of the court for a surface 
treatment on two miles each of the 
following roads: Bip: Hill, pike, Lex- 
ington pike, Red House pike, Irvine 
pike, Barnes lOn pOre, and Lancaster 
' pike. If the eourt awards this con- 
tract after tbe sabniiblon of the Ud, 
it is intended, as an experiment and 
a beginning of what probably will be- 
come general in the countj-, if success- 
ful, as the court realizes that the or- 
dinary water-bound macadamized 
road is not aoited to the presoit traffic 
viiQi its prepondBraBce of 
biles. 

After a lengthy discussion and a 
hearing of numerous petitions for new 
pikes, the court decided to limit the 
appropriation for this purpose to five 
miles for file present year and tlie or- 
der waa CBteted tliat petHknen for 
the following roads have the piivflege 
of availing themselves of this oflFer 
for a period of sixty days: one mile 
from Red House east toward Union 
City; one and two-fifths miles to com- 
plete Um nad between Biaasfield and 
Bybee; one ndle fran tiw eiil of the 
present Jigwater pike west toward Hie 
KirksYiDe^and Kentucky river pike; 
one and one-quarter miles from the 
present terminus of the College Hill 
and Red River pike, northward to the 
rhMT, and 289 feet to connect the 
wa/k now in progress on the Maydee 
pike., At fbe egpiptiflii of six^ days 
if flie parties Mioig and peUttoniBg 
for these improvements do not execote 

C, bond for the construction of tte* 
I ^roads, the privilege will be given to

jWoods Walker Writes Abwit 
I **Tlu» Good Doc Law" 

! Local fanden of fox hooads v were 
much interested in an article in the 

Lancaster Record last week written 
by Col. Woods Walker, of the Paint 
Lick section, on the "Good Dog Law." 
CoL Walker discnsses the new law 
from an late w sUn g viewpoint. He 
writes as foUowsrQuite a lot has been 
put in our local papers recently ex- 
tolling the merits of the present Dog 
Law. The columns of these papers 
have been thrown wide open, to those 
endorsing the bill, and the punishment 
meted oat to he who fails to comply 
with the law, have been pictured in 
blood red leters, and no dowbt has ser- 
ved its purpose as practically every 
dog seen, has a new shining collar. 

I doubt if there is a mah in the 
state who is not willing to pay tax 
on his dog, a reasonable tax, and I 
dare say there are just as many who 
believe his dog should be protected 
after his license is paid. Father more 
there is not a man in Kentucky, bat 
that believes tiie state should pay for 
all slieCT Idlled by dogs, and pay the 
assesied valoe^ jmd pay it when the 
claim is proven snd presented. 

They believe futhermore that the 
entire dog tax should be applied to 
tiiis fond and tiie state make the 
deficit Bat wbat is tte tise of having 
an exhorUtant tax '<m l^e dog and 
then pay 40 per cent or -nearly half 
of it, to have tiie law drafted and plac- 
ed apon statoes, and for collecting tax 
Let us take for instance Lee County, 
as I see she has reported in full. She 
has collected $2561; 5 percent of this 
was paid to the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, which amounts to $128. 
05. The number of licenses issued by 
the County Clerk was 2099, who re- 
ceived for every license issued 25 
cents. The assessor received 10 cents 
on every license, in this case he re- 
receives $209. Now of the total Coun- 
ty live stock fond of $2088.60 the sum 
of $963i)e of 40 percent of tiiis total 
is used to aagment the salary of the 
State and County Officials instead of 
being paid for sheep killed by dogs. 
This law also provides that any sur- 
plus remaining after the sheep claims 
have ben paid shall go to the School 
Fund. To have believed ..that the 
School fund would ever be benefitted 
by this law would have required a 
stretch of the imagination ahnoei to 
the breaking point. _ ^ 

NOW taldng IJneoIn eonnty as a 
basis of tite 120 connties in the state 
we find Ae has paid $128.05 to tiie 
Commissioner Agiienltare, but for 
fear I^woln's fond should be Itatger 
than tiie average eonnty fund we take 
$100 as the basis. Takhig this as the 
basis the 120 counties would pay the 
Commissioner of Agriculture $12,000 
annually. With Lincoln county as the 
basis the County Clerks of the state 
wonld receive above their salaries 
$62,880. The County Assessors of the 
state over and above their salaries 
would receive $25,200, making a total 
received by state and County officials 
over and above their salaries $100,080. 
This sum if used to reimburse the 
farmers who had sheep killed bv dogs, 
would pay for 4,00 sheep, valued at 
$26.00 eaw. Now we leave tiie reader 
to judge whether or not this law was 
enacted to encourage the raising of 
sheep or for the benefit of the Com- 
missioner, Cmmty Clerks and Assess- 

With his Bsjary fhos increased one 
can readily see why the Qonnnission- 
er of Agricultare was so intensely 
intrested in the passage of the bill 
and also the earnestness witii he im- 
pressed tile cotmty officials of tiieir 
duty to enforce this law. 

As Lincoln and Garrad counties 
have already settled with the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, the Conuty 
Clerks and Assessors, we presume 
the other counties of the state have 
done the same and yet a Garrad coun- 
ty farmer a few wedon ago.pxesented 
his claim for Aeep IdDed by tiie dogs 
tiiese diem b^ig valued a fnetion 
r $20.00 per head, and altho he 
had Mid $20.00 each for tlian three 
monttiB before, he was told tiiat $10.00 
was tiie limit on grade sheep and he 
would have to wait 12 months for his 
money, and receive his prorata of 
tiie leavings at ftn^ Stite Jmi^mmn- 
ty officials. 

Now we have found what the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture gets out of 
this, we have found what the County 
Clerics get out of this, we have what 
the man Who owns tiie sheep don't get 
oat of it, and now we want to ask the 
Legislators wlio pass tiiis law what 
they get out of it. Hi^ get the cen- 
sore of tiie men who have presented 
tiiebr dien *i*iim
